Secret Service 
had seen a number of reports of such serious nature concern- 
ing the possibility of harm to candidates for the ..c.-*i nation 
that no doubt whatsoever existed that extensive security 
precautions were necessary.

« march by demonstrators would unquestionably jeopard!** 
safety of the candidates for the nomination. Secret 
further recommended that the City of Chicago should not 
waive any law, regulation or injunction currently In force 
to control marches and demonstrations in the city with one 
exception which concerned whether a demonstration should be 
allowed to divide and march at the same time in two or more 
groups instead of one. Such division of demonstrators 
crowds would not be considered objectionable by Secret Service. 

With specific reference to the march led by GREGORY 
on Au^ist 29, IOCS, Grant Park to 18th and Michigan 
Avenue where the march was halted by police and the 
Illinois National Guard , Mr. HOGGS said that those authorities 
acted with the full support by the Secret Service in halting 
the march at that point. To have allowed that march, which 
obviously contained people hostile to Vice President HUBERT 
li. UUUPiiREY who had the night before been nominated for 
President by the Democratic Party, would have been a breecn 
of necessary security precautions. Mr. BOGG& said 
concerning the marc it led by GREGOUY that he himself had beard 
GKiGOKY speak in Grant Park on August 20, 19Gb, prior to 
the beginning of xiic march. He heard GREGORY say that he was 
going to his home and was inviting the crowd of demonstrators 
to accompany him. Jle also heard GREGORY say that when they 
got to GREGORY'S house, those in the crowd who wanted to 
"could go west" to use GREGORY 9 * words. Mr. DOGGS said 
that west from GREGORY * s house would obviously have been In 
the direction of the Amphitheatre where the final cession 
of the DNC was in progress. Such a march to GREGORY 9 s 
residence or to an area close to the Amphitheatre by the 
demonstrators could not l>e allowed for security reasons. 
The Secret Service was concerned not only with the necessity 
of protecting the Amphitheatre itself from possibly hostile 
demonstrators but also was concerned that if the march was 
admitted near the Amphitheatre, there would be a number 
of possibly hostile demonstrators in a position to stop 
the Secret Service motorcade, In which the Vice President 
would be traveling. Mr. BOGGS said that even a few 
persons cou Id block a motorcade which when halted is, of

With reference to security arrangements St 
id Hilton Motel on Aujrust 28, 1968, when demonstrate

, Mr. BOGGS said that several candidates for nominatL 
the Democratic Party were staying at the Conrad HiltM 
Hotel during the PNC. These candidates included Vice President 
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HUM ilk HT HUMPHREY, Senator EUGENE MC CAR THY, and Goven 
L£STCK MADDOX of Georgia. Before the convention selected 
Its nominee, all of them were being protected by the 
Secret Service. Obviously, maintenance of proper security 
at the Conrad Hilton Hotel required that the police and 
National Guard prevent that hotel from being taken over by 
demonstrators.

The National Mobilization Committee had legal 
principle classes.

In view of the possibility ef trouble as a result of 
agitators being in the city for the Democratic convention, nec- 
essary precautions were taken by cancelling all days off for 
personnel of this department and assigning our personnel to
